It new seems probable that the question of bringing the subject 
of water storage under State control is going to be a rather live 
issue in that efforts are being made to have it put before the State 
conventions of both parties as an integral part of the party plat- 
forms. Not only in the conventions but in the subsequent political 
campaigns is this subject bound to figure as a dominant issue. Cir- 
culars are being sent out by interests using water power and op- 
posed to the policy of State control, urging that all candidates for 
State office be put on record. The State Water Supply Commission 
and many commercial organizations have advocated the maintenance 
of the policy of development and control by the State of storagc 
reservoirs and the sale of water power thus made available, so that 
the State may derive a revenue therefrom. This policy was adopted 
by the State, through the Legislature, in 1907. 

Involved with the question of water storage is that of amending 
the State constitution so as to permit the flooding of a compara- 
tively small area of State land in the Adirondacks for the purpose 
of creating storage reservoirs there, Discussing this phase of the 
problem, H. H. Persons, president of the State Water Supply Com- 
mission, said: 

“Tt was believed by many that the State in the exercise of its 
police power could construct storage reservoirs which involved the 
use of some of the State’s forest lands. This was thought to be 
possible, in spite of the constitutional provision that “The lands of 
the State, now owned or hereafter acquired, constituting the forest 
preserve as now fixed by law, shall be forever kept as wild forest 
lands,’ and that “They shall not be leased, sold or exchanged, or be 
taken by any corporation, public or private, or the timber thereon 
be sold, removed, or destroyed.’ The River Improvement Commis 
sion had considered the constitutional question thus involved and 
had reached the conclusion that the force of this prohibitory clause 
in the constitution was paramount to all exercise of the police au- 
thority of the State to protect the public health and safety, and it 
had declined further to consider any petitions involving the utiliza- 
tion of State forest lands for the construction of storage reservoirs. 

“The Water Supply Commission has held practically the same 
view of this question, and has accordingly recommended to the 
Legislature that the constitution of the State be so amended as to 
permit the flooding of State forest lands for the purpose of con 
structing storage reservoirs, which are to be forever owned, main- 
tained and controlled by the State for the public use and benefit and 
for the purpose of providing a public revenue. 

“The conservation of the water resources of the State on a broad 
and comprehensive basis, which shall give practical consideration to 
the most favorable natural opportunities and produce the most bene- 
ficial results, necessarily involves the flooding of relatively small 
areas of State forest lands in the Adirondacks. The surveys and 
estimates prepared by the Water Supply Commission indicate a total 
of 55,000 acres of State land of every description which would be 
tequired for a complete system of water storage. This is a most 
exhaustive figure, including many reservoirs likely to be built only 
in the distant future, if ever, and including also some reservoirs 
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which would not be constructed in case certain others of those con- 
templated should be built. Even this total of 55,000 acres is only 
3.9 per cent. of the State’s holdings within the boundaries of the 
Adirondack Park. Of this amount about four-fifths is low, swampy 
land, or is under water, Only one-fifth, or 11,000 acres, is land that 
is really of any considerable value for forest purposes. It has been 
estimated by the commission that about 29,000 acres is al] that 
would be required for the construction of such reservoirs as appear 
practicable within the next ten or twenty years, This question of 
the amendment of the constitution is under consideration by the 
Sate Legislaure.” 

Hearings upon applications for new sources of water supply have 
been set by the State Water Supply Commission as follows: At 
Ithaca and Silver Springs, September 23; at Cherry Creek, Sep- 
tember 24; at Andes, September 27. Each hearing will begin at 
10 o'clock in the morning. 

CoMMISSIONER SMITH’s OPINION 

According to Herbert Knox Smith, United States Commissioner 
of Corporations, who stigmatizes the water power monopoly as an 
established fact, the close affiliations existing between the water 
power companies, which allows of distribution over wide areas, has 
made the conservation of this great natural resource the proper 
duty of the Federal Government. 

“The investigation of developed water powers now being made 
by the Bureau of Corporations,” declared the commissioner, “shows 
that up to date eighteen concerns, or closely allied interests, controi 
more than 1,800,000 horse power of the water power. As to unde- 
veloped powers, this information was secured merely as an inci- 
dent to our main work, and certainly much understates the case. 
As it stands, however, it makes a total water power controlled by 
these eighteen groups of over 3,200,000 horse power. 

“The total water power in use in the United States in 1908, as 
estimated by the census and Geological Survey, was only 5,300,000. 
This total includes a very large number of small powers which the 
bureau did not include, as it dealt almost wholly with powers of 
over 1,000 horse power. The total now commercially capable of de- 
velopment is variously estimated at from 30,000,000 to 60,000,000 
horse power, the smaller figure being the preferable one. The great 
bulk of both developed and undeveloped water power lies on th? 
Pacific Coast, the Northwest, Northeast, and the South Atlantic 
States. Our power demand as measured by the total unduplicated 
capacity of all prime movers—steam, water and gas—is now at 
least 30,000,000 horse power. 

“Tt is obvious also that a local monopoly of power covering sim- 
ply one market area is nevertheless as complete in its effects on the 
inhabitants of that area as if it covered the entire country. Condi- 
tions in separate sections are therefore important. 

CALIFORNIA IN Monopotists’ Hanps 

“In California, for example, four principal hydro-electric compa- 
nies dominate the water power industry. They have a total de- 
veloped horse power of 250,000, with probably 500,000 additional 
undeveloped, and a very strong hold on the most important power 
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markets. And between these four concerns there is also evidence 
of considerable harmony. 


“This is not a unique case, Conditions somewhat like this exist 


in the Puget Sound territory, in the southern peninsula of Mich- 
igan, in Colorado, in Montana and in the Carolinas. In each of 
these sections, one, or, at most, two, concerns are predominant in 
their control of water powers, public service companies and power 
markets. 

“The horse power figures, however, do not fully represent the ex- 
tent of actual commercial control. The best powers have, of course, 
been developed first. These will always hold a disproportionately 
dominant position over later developed and less favored powers, 
because of their lower operating cost and prior hold on the im- 
portant power markets. 

“But there is also going on a concentration of a wider sort—a 
process of deep significance, but as yet little recognized. There is 
a marked progress toward a mutuality of interest among public 
service companies generally, electric light, power, gas and street 
railway concerns. The significant identity of officers and directors 
in a large number of such companies throughout the United States 
is very remarkable, 

“In part this is due to specialization by financial houses in given 
lines of investment; in part to the common employment of certain 
eminent engineering firms, and it part to relations with certain lead- 
ing equipment companies. Electric equipment is usually supplied 
by one of a few great equipment concerns, and frequently paid for, 
at least in part, in the securities of the proposed project. Thus 
the equipment company acquires interests in widely separated power 
and light concerns.” 

In regard to regulation, Mr. Smith said that the problem would 
depend mainly upon constitutional limitations, “Some hold that the 
Federal Government, in exercising its arbitrary power as grantor,” 
he continued, “may also impose any further conditions it chooses 
upon such grant, as, for example, that the grantees shall pay a 
rental for the water power acquired. Others hold that the Federal 


Government can only impose such conditions as are directly con 
nected with the Federal power over interstate commerce, such a: 
navigation. 


“Even this view would apparently at least permit a rental charge, 
if applied to navigation improvement, Personally, I am strongly 
inclined to the former and broader view that any condition what- 





PAPER AWARD SHAKE UP 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., September 20, 1910.—There was an interesting 
session of the Governor’s Council held at the State House on last 
Wednesday morning, when the matter of awarding the contract for 
furnishing book paper and flat writing paper to the State printer 
for the ensuing year was under consideration. This contract is 
usually awarded in July, bids had been sent in at that time, and 
the Secretary of State had selected the fortunate bidders and 
sent his recommendations to the council, which is required to pass 
on all bids before contracts can be made. For the first time in 
the régime of the present Secretary of State the council held up 
the bids, as the secretary, following out his custom of past years, 
had quoted the price he would pay, and asked bidders to furnish 
samples of the stock they would supply at his price. Taking ex- 
ceptions to this form of policy in purchasing supplies for the State, 
the council threw out all the bids, and asked for new bids for stock 
equal to the sample of papers used by the State, sénding to each 
bidder a sample of the papers required. The hearing on Wednes- 
day was the result of the submitting of the new bids, and de- 
veloped some interesting facts as to the methods employed in 
awarding contracts by the Secretary of State. It appears that on 
the two grades of paper two local bidders have for the past ten 
years been playing the “Gaston and Alphonse” act, as one year one 
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soever may be imposed, both on general principles and on well es 
tablished legislative precedents. In numerous bridge and dam acts 
Congress has used the broad power and imposed conditions in no 
way related to interstate commerce. In the California débris com- 
mission act, operative since 1893, Congress imposed a straight 


charge on placer miners for the privilige of emptying their refuse 
into the streams. 


Pustic Must Grant Power. 


“Let there be no unnecessary hampering of hydro-electric devel- 
opment, but let the public be in on the ground floor at the start 
for at the start the public must grant the power, and for all tim 
the public will be the party chiefly interested in its use. 

“Specifically: The status quo of powers still controlled by tr 
nation or State should be maintained until we know what we hav 
and can act intelligently thereon. 

“No grant should be made except for a fixed period, with at least 
the reserved right to readjust terms at the end thereof. That 
period, however, should be long enough to permit adequate financing 
and complete development. 

“Complete publicity of accounts and transactions should be re- 
quired, as well as a record of cost, and the real relation of invest- 
ment to stock and bond issues. 

“Power to revoke the grant for breach of conditions should be 
lodged in a specified public authority. Otherwise there will always 
be the possibility of protracted litigation to determine the status. 

“So far as is possible, direct provision should be made against 
excessive charges and monopolistic abuse. 

“Public authorities should reserve such constitutional compensa- 
tion or rental as will establish the principle of underlying public 
interest. 


“All public easements of navigation, fisheries, etc., should be 
safeguarded. 


“In the case of new grants all these provisions should be made 
conditions of the grant. 

“Finally, the purpose and probable effect on the public of any 
grant should first be fully ascertained and carefully considered, in 
order to determine whether public interest justifies beyond a reason- 
able doubt the surrender by the public of even a part of its power 
over this great public resource. Where reasonable doubt exists 
the status quo should be maintained.” 





would secure the contract and the next year the other would get it; 
or if one secured the book paper contract the other would get the 
contract for the writings. While there could not be the least sug- 
gestion that the contracts were other than honestly awarded, the 
value of expert opinions received a solar plexus from which it 
will be a long time recovering. 

During the hearing, which was somewhat animated by tilts be- 
tween various of the jobbing interests present, it was stated that 
the experts employed by the secretary had eliminated samples 
which were identical with those which they had passed as being of 
the required standard. When questioned as to how one bidder’s 
samples were accepted while those of another were rejected, though 
both were identical, the secretary stated he depended solely on the 
judgment of the experts. The result of this hearing will do much 
to clear the atmosphere in the awarding of future contracts for 
the State printer, and will made the standard one of quality rather 
than one of price, which has been in vogue in the past. 

It was gleaned from the questions of the various members of 
the council that they will recommend that all paper purchased by 
the State will contain a certain percentage of the various products 
which enter into the manufacture of the various grades of paper. 
While the contracts have not been awarded, it is thought the suc- 
cessful bidders of July will receive the awards, as it is nearing the 


time when the State’s needs must he supplied. TANYANE. 




















































































































It is understood that the proceedings of the Tariff Board will 
occupy a most important place in the discussion scheduled for next 
week between President Taft and his Cabinet officers at the White 
House. The work of that board has not been legally defined, ex- 
cept as that of securing information to assist the President in the 
performances of his duties in applying the maximum and minimum 
tariff rates and “officers of the Government in the administration of 
the customs laws”; but in making appropriation for it for the 
current fiscal year in the “sundry civil bill” this was expanded with 
the words, “including such investigations of the cost of production 
of commodities, covering cost of material, fabrication and every 
element of cost of production, as are authorized in said act”; that 
is, the tariff act of 1909. No investigations of the kind were directly 
authorized by “said act,” but the platform of 1908, which declared 
“unequivocally for a revision of the tariff by a special session of 
Congress immediately following the inauguration of the next Presi- 
dent,” laid down the rule that “in all tariff legislation the true 
principle of protection is best maintained by the imposition of such 
duties as will equal the difference between the cost of production 
at home and abroad, together with a reasonable profit to American 
industries.” 

The evident simplicity of the interpretation appears to have made 
a distinct impression on the President. Apparently all that was to be 
done was to ascertain the cost of production of a dutiable articles at 
home and the cost of their production abroad, and apply the differ- 
ence as the measure of the duty to be imposed. Ascertaining what 
is a reasonable profit to the industry producing it was passed 
over, either as a minor matter or as too troublesome to think 
about. The difference in cost of production looked easy. Under 
the authority to “employ such persons as may be required” to 
secure the information necessary to apply the maximum and mini- 
mum rates, the President constituted his tariff board, and with such 
additional authority as might be implied by the terms in which 
the appropriation was made he proposed to use it in getting at that 
difference in the cost of production. But he appears to be finding 
out that it is not such a simple matter. In his letter to the chair- 
man of the National Congressional Republican Committee, which 
forms the leading feature of the party campaign text book, he 
acknowledged that it was a matter of “difficulty.” The difficulty 
lay, he said, “in securing reliable evidence as to the difference be- 
tween the cost of production at home and the cost of production 
abroad. The bias of the manufacturer seeking protection and of 
the importer opposing it weakens the weight of their testimony. 
Moreover, when we understand that the cost of production differs 
in one country abroad from that in another, and that it changes 
from year to year and from month to month, we must realize that 
the precise difference in cost of production sought for is not capa- 
ble of ascertainment, and that all that even the most scientific 
person can do in his investigation is, after consideration of many 
facts, to exercise his best judgment in reaching a conclusion.” 

At a rather belated stage the President became cognizant of 
these facts, which probably happened along with some of the ear- 
liest information imparted by his tariff board after it set about its 
impossible task. Furthermore, the tariff board, which in this letter 
is for the first time officially called a “commission,” has no power 
to extract information about the cost of production, either from

the biased manufacturer or the biased importer at home or abroad, 
The commission may summon witnesses or “call spirits from the 
vasty deep,” but will they come? Not unless they choose, and 
they cannot be put under oath or made to testify except at their 
own sweet will. This is not promising for securing information as 
to the cost of production at home, and abroad it would be utterly 
hopeless. The President also came to a late recognition of that 
fact, and in his letter for the campaign text book he says: “The 
commission, however, already selected and at work, is a commission 
of disinterested persons who will ascertain the facts, not in a formal 
hearing by examination and cross-examination of witnesses, but by 
a kind of investigation that statisticians and scientific investigators 
use.” Of course, that is all that can be done, and it was just as 
obvious at the beginning as it is now to any student of the subject. 
Even if the commission had the fullest powers of investigation, and 
should collect a great volume of evidence, it would simmer down 
to the same thing in the end. 

The matter of procuring adequate results by “the kind of .in- 
vestigation that statisticians and scientific investigators use” will 
not be an easy matter. The real cost of production is not only dif- 
ferent in different countries, but it is different in different places 
and different establishments in the same country, and is all the time 
shifting, from a variety of causes. Assuming that there is a cer- 
tain average cost in the United States and in all other countries 
in which the articles to be subject to duty are produced, which 
would serve the purpose of determining a scale of duties, that 
would be altogether misleading as ordinarily expressed in figures. 
Mr. Roosevelt, who is a late recruit to the policy of a gradual 
revision of the tariff by the application of the rule of difference of 
cost of production, says it is chiefly a question of labor cost. That 
may be true if we trace the labor cost back through the materials 
and the plant and appliances used in production, as well as in the 
process of turning out the final product, but what is labor cost? 
Certainly not the wages of labor. In the first place, wages, as 
expressed in terms of money, do not represent the real compensa- 
tion of labor, which is determined by what can be obtained with the 
wages. Prevailing prices and cost of living is as much a factor 
as the prevailing rate of wages. In the second place, labor cost 
does not depend upon the wages paid, because the efficiency or pro- 
ductivity of the labor is a more important element. This may be 
imparted by higher skill and industry, by more effective appliances 
of machinery, etc., by greater enterprise and better management, or 
by natural advantages of situation. No matter what the cause, 
labor cost will depend upon the amount of labor required per unit 
of production, and it may be least where wages are highest and 
greatest where wages are lowest.

LESS TARIFF RESTRICTIONS DEMANDED 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, September 19, 1910.—The last few weeks have 
seen a decided impetus in Canada toward a movement for the les- 
sening of tariff restrictions. Sir Wilfrid Laurier on his tour 
through the West met with delegation after delegation from farmers 
and merchants, all asking for lower tariffs. The Eastern members 
of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association have just been passing 
through the West on their way to Vancouver, where the convention 
is held this year, There were 250 of them in special trains. The 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association party was under the general- 
ship of W. H. Rowley, the vice president of the association, who 
is the head of the E. B. Eddy Company, the big paper maker and 
woodenware concern of Hull, Quebec. At Portage la Prairie, 
Man., the Treasurer of that province, Hon. Hugh Armstrong, said 
the people of the West were seriously considering whether it was 
right to go on taxing 7,000,000 people $100,000,000 per year through 
a tariff devised primarily to give protection to manufacturers. The 
West was not opposed to manufacturers, but wanted it shown that 
they really needed all the protection now accorded them. 

Mr. Rowley in replying pointed out that at present the great 
bulk of the factories of Canada were in the East, but the day was 
soon coming when there would be factories in the West also. 
They must therfore not be sectional in their views and consider that 
the tariff benefited only the East. It was also suggested that the 
Grain Growers’ Association should organize an excursion through 
the factory districts of the East, as the manufacturers were then 
touring the West, with the object in each case of learning as much 
as possible of the conditions prevailing in Canada. By this means 
they would learn conditions at first hand and be able to take a 
broad view of the country’s need, Bx. 





GAPITALISTS INSPECT DEFIANCE PLANT

NracarA Fatts, N. Y., September 20, 1910—W. D. Updegraf and 
a party of capitalists from Pittsburg, Pa., who are interested in the 
Defiance Wall Paper Company, arrived in Niagara Falls Satur- 
day on an inspection tour. A new beater with a capacity of 1,500 
pounds a day has been installed in the mill at Third street and 
Pine avenue. The beater will be started this week. Plans for a 
building, a duplicate of the present one story mill, have heen 
drawn up and submitted to the directors of the company. The 
new mill, President Updegraf said today, would not be started 
before next spring. For some time past the new electrical drives 
in the local mill have not been working satisfactorily. Trouble 
has been experienced in keeping the current steady, and as a result 
the full capacity of the mill has not been turned out. The drives 
are but an experiment. They were installed by the Westinghousy 
Company, and if proven satisfactory hundreds of paper manufac- 
turers from all parts of the country were to be brought here and 
shown the new device. Another company in the State claims thai 
the Westinghouse Company are infringing on its patents, and the 


matter is now in litigation. NIAGARA. 








INVENTOR WAGG’S INTERESTING TOUR 


Mr. S. R. Wagg, secretary and superintendent of the Fox River 
Paper Company and the inventor of the Wagg beating engine, not 
to mention other useful machines and devices employed in pulp and 
paper mills, has just completed an extended tour to many mill 
centres by way of spending a well earned vacation, 

The notes made by Mr. Wagg are replete with interesting data 
and unique reminiscences, and we excerpt from the same as follows: 

I was absent on this trip for about a month. During my stay 
in Maine I spent ten days at Cliff Island in Casco Bay, near Port- 
land harbor, where I had many visits from schoolmates and rela- 
tives, living over again in my memory the happy days of my boy- 
hood, which were spent there. 
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I then visited Yarmouth, my old home, and the cotton mill there 
where I worked as a boy fifty years ago, when Fort Sumter 
was fired on. From this place I went into a paper mill nearby in 
1865, and ever since I have remained in the paper business, hav- 
ing occupied the position as superintendent for thirty-one years. 

After a look in at the Auburn and Cumberland mills of S. D. 
Warren & Co. I went to Pepperell, Mass., to visit Frank Behrens, 
a mill superintendent eighty-four years old, for whom I ran a 
machine in 1869-70. 

Holyoke was my next stopping place, where I shook hands with 
Mr. James W. Toole, yard superintendent for the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company, an old friend, and also Mr. Reardon, super- 
intendent of the same company. 

My old friends at Adams, Mass., where I worked seven years 
for the L. L. Brown Paper Company, next claimed my interest; 
then South Lee and Stockbridge in turn. At Pittsfield I came 
across a dozen Wagg-Jordans under construction, and I wound 
up with a trip to Vermont to visit old friends and relatives. 

At Yarmouth, where I got my start with other young men, sev- 
eral of whom became superintendents, not one is in the trade to- 
day. At Pepperell’s three machine mills only one man remains, 
and that is Clark Thurston, the superintendent. At the Brown 
Paper Company’s plant, too, only one man is left, and he is George 
Anthony, the boss finisher. 

It was a long, pleasant tour, full of interest to me and my wife, 
who accompanied me. 


GAREY TO ADJUST LABOR TROUBLE

Nracara Fatts, N. Y., September 20, 1910.—J. T. Carey, presi- 
dent of the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers, arrived 
in the city yesterday from Watertown and attended a meeting of 
Local No. 51, which was called for the purpose of listening to 
complaints of members working in the local International mill. 
Several of the employees who were active in the late strike for in- 
creased wages, which was compromised, allege that they have 
been discriminated against and forced to do other work than tak- 
ing care of the paper making machines. President Carey will 
hold a conference with Manager George Dowe tomorrow and try 
and settle the differences. Mr. Carey stated after the meeting that 
he expected to settle the dispute with the local manager; if not, he 
promises to appeal to the directors of the company. “I do not think 
that the differences in the local mill will terminate in a strike,” he 
said. “If the matter cannot be settled amicably here there are 
the directors of the company and the State Board of Arbitration 

to appeal to. We shall use all means to avoid trouble.”

Price and Demand 


With Improvement of Water Conditions and Progress of Fall 
Season, Sales Are Increasing and Advance Movement Is Well 
Distributed—Marked Improvement Reported from Chicago. 


The recovery in the paper business in general in the New York 
trade continues quite encouragingly. A close observation of the 
actual development from day to day indicates that the paper sales 
are substantially increasing as the fall season progresses and the 
weather becomes cooler, and along with the improvement comes 
firmer prices. The increased movement seems to be fairly well 
distributed; the fall activity has started all along the line, and the 
tendency continues toward greater expansion. All the conditions 
governing the present market situation are favorable to a larger 
demand. The majority of the jobbers still hesitate about placing 
large stock orders; but now that prices are gaining in strength 
and are in some cases on the verge of advancing, due to the 
gradually increasing demand, there are innumerable requirements 
of consumers that cannot be delayed much longer. As a whole the 
situation is one of expectancy, but most of the local paper firms 
say that, according to present indications, sales will be exception- 
ally good. An official of one of the larger firms is authority for 
the statement that this will be a banner year, the best since 1907 
from a business point of view. The printing trade is displaying 
more activity, and this means an increase of business for the fine 
paper dealers. The mills have been receiving larger numbers of 
inquiries lately, and the volume of business has grown steadily. 
Water conditions have improved in most districts. The call for 
news roll remains active and all mills are producing where water 
will permit, Prices remain firm at the former range. Wrappings 
are in much larger request and prices firmer accordingly. Writing 
is still rather quiet, but book is constantly improving. Tissues are 
unchanged as yet, but an advance is expected. 





PULP PRICES SHADING UP A BIT 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontreaL, Canada, September 19, 1910.—Pulp manufacturers 
report that the demand for pulp remains practically the same as 
last week, but prices are shading up a little. Sulphite pulp is espe- 
cially firm. There is a steady and growing demand for ground 
wood, especially from American sources, and fresh inquiries are 
coming in every day. News is firm, and all other kinds of paper 
are showing firmness in price. The water supply remains fairly 


good, and everything points to a satisfactory season for the next 
two or three months. R. 


MORE ORDERS AND BIGGER

The increase in business noticed since the first of the month has 
continued without interruption, and at the present time the large 
majority of paper houses are busily engaged in taking care of or- 
ders, which are larger both in quantity and number, While trade 
has not reached the high tide of the early spring months there is 
certainly a marked improvement, with plenty of indications for a 
still greater movement as October approaches. The demand for 
writing paper stock, which has been quite steady during the summer 
season, shows a noticeable increase, while other lines also show 
the effects of the improved demand, with the possible exception of 
some grades of book, which have not kept pace in the forward 
movement. These grades have not fallen far in the rear and 
there are indications of improvement which may bring them abreast 
of the others in a short time. The demand for chip and straw 
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board is better, and indications favor a stronger market in both 
lines in a short time. 
Collections are improving, but slowly, and not much change is 
expected in this regard until after the first of the coming month.

A LULL IN HOLYOKE TRADE 


Western Massachusetts Office Paper TRADE JOURNAL, 
Hotyoke, Mass., September 20, 1910 

The paper business was not so good in Holyoke and vicinity the 
past week, and the indications are that it will not be rushing for 
some little time. Low water in the Connecticut River continues to 
bother the mills, and everything considered, the mill men are up a 
tree regarding the time when the tide will change. Various reasons 
are advanced by the paper men for the lull in trade during the past 
week, but probably the one best posted on general business condi- 
tions throughout the country had the following to say this after- 
noon: 

“Trade is a bit dull in the paper business just now, but whether 
it is a question of weeks or months no one can foretell, Trade 
was very fair until a week ago, when it went right down. Our 
road men report alike from all parts of the country that ‘busines; 
is dull and there’s nothing doing.’ Occasionally we get a spell 
like this that only lasts a short time, and maybe next week we 
can tell you that the trade has taken a big brace. I attribute the 
slackness to the general condition of business. Men coming hers 
tell us that they haven’t seen business so dull in many years, The 
paper buyers are holding back, and I wouldn't be a bit surprised 
if these insurgent voters haven’t been partly the cause, It looks 
as though they have some of the big interests worried.” 

Once he got going on politics there was nothing doing for the 
paper trade from this paper maker, but he seemed to hold the 
pulse of trade conditions with the majority of people hereabouts. 
No matter the cause, trade is not brisk, and the Connecticut River 
is as poor as ever. All the mills here are running this week de- 
spite the lull in trade, but none of them are rushing orders out. 
Most of the mills will store paper for the next few weeks so as to 
be ready when the big orders come in late in the fall. QuiIRK. 


RAIN RELIEVES POOR WATER GONDITIONS 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

CarTHAGE, N. Y., September 20, 1910.—Water power conditions 
were assuming a very poor aspect up to Friday last, but rain suf- 
ficient to raise the water has since then benefited power until this 
morning. Pretty fair water exists now. Both the Stillwater and 
Beaver River reservoirs are drained at this time, so that very heavy 
rains will have to fall before there will be any surplus for winter 
storage purposes. This condition can only be one of benefit to 
uphold good prices for wood papers. The tendency during the 
past summer has been for prices and demand to become sluggish 
as soon as the water power shows any sign of improvement. 
Prices at present for wood papers are fair, as is the demand, but 
the grinders are, as a rule, standing still, with poor show of run- 
ning full force. 

The better grades of paper, as required by those using rags or 
rope or kraft stocks, are not in the best of demand just at this 
time.. Your correspondent just inquired at the mill of the St. 
Regis Paper Company, and was informed that the pulp mill was 
only grinding about one-fifth of capacity. The St. Regis Paper 


Company is building a new finishing room, which will be 60x200 
feet. a: 


A director of the United Boxboard Company is quoted as say- 
ing that the proceeds from sales of the company’s dead mill prop- 
erty will go to the Trust Company of America, the box board 
company’s trustee.

Conditions locally are most conducive to a good fall business 
among the paper jobbers. General business is of the best, and the 
weather has been cool and suggestive of the needs of early fall 
requirements. This cool period has reached us weeks earlier than 
ever before, and has started a buying movement which will reac: 
throughout every line of trade. 

While the business recovery has not come with a rush, it is of 
the gradual increase which places it on a substantial basis. - Some 
of the improvement in the local market may be attributable to the 
opening of the schools, which has created a demand among the 
dealers catering to the requirements of the school trade. 

Whatever will be the result in the settlement of the present politi- 
cal issues, the average business man seems little concerned in the 
outcome, and is devoting his energies to strict attention to busi- 
ness, believing the political situation will eventually work itself out 
to the satisfaction of all. 

In the local paper market the most notable increase in demand 
has been for cardboard, book papers, coated and fancy papers. 
Even manila and store wrappings have shown a most encourag- 
ing improvement. News continues firm, while the cheaper grade 
of writings have also benefited by the increased business activity. 

While the demand for box board is not as active as a few weeks 
ago, yet the price is firm, and the lack in demand is attributed to 
the holding up of orders in anticipation of a decline in price. This 
is unlikely to happen, as the mills are better fortified with an 
average run of orders than for many months past.

DULL DAYS FEWER; PRICES FIRM

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., September 20, 1910.—There is these days a 
touch of the glow and crispness of fall in the air. There is a 
daily increasing business, which the jobbers are taking advantage 
of with a snap and vim for which the trade has long been waiting. 
There has been no sudden transition from the listlessness of dog 
days. Even now one day of real bustling activity will be followed 
by another of comparative quiet. But the dull days are getting 
fewer and the busy days more frequent; the tendency of the mar- 
ket is unquestionably in the right direction, and there is a generai 
feeling of satisfaction. The improvement applies to practically ali 
lines of paper. Wrappings, for instance, are going exceedingly 
well, and prices need not be shaded to secure orders.

PRIGES FIRM; BETTER GRADES WANTED

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NEWS NOTES FROM GANADA 


Items of Trade Intelligence from Leading Centres of the Dominion 
—Competition Keen Among Wrapping Mills— 
Georgian Bay Canal Now Assured 


KRAFT WAR ON IN GANADA 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, September 19, 1910.—The book and writing 
mills are fairly quiet just now, as the demand seems to have taken 
a nap. However, the news mills keep at it with the same activity 
that has characterized that branch for many months past. It is 
rumored that a few of the wrapping mills, which had not gone 
in for the manufacture of news during the strike of the Interna- 
tional mills south of the border, are considering closing down if 
conditions in the wrapping line do not speedily improve. Affairs 
in their branch have been in a demoralized condition for over a 
year, with the plants operated at no profit. No. 2 manila is being 
sold here as low as 2% cents and fibres at 3 cents. A merry war 
is on in the prices of kraft. It is freely claimed that certain 
manufacturers are selling to the retailer at a lower price than to 
the wholesaler. A year ago the price of kraft averaged 5 to 5% 
cents; now it is 4%4 cents. The manufacturers blame the jobbers, 
and the jobbers equally blame the manufacturers. This has re- 
sulted in keen competition. Paper of inferior quality and texture 
has been unloaded freely on the market, masquerading as genuine 
kraft. 

The demand for ground wood is only fair, the inquiries from 
the States having fallen off considerably. However, most of the 
ground wood mills are busy filling contracts made some time ago, 
when an abnormal amount of business poured in from the other 
side, 

The rag and paper stock market is active. Mixed paper is going 
at $13.50 per ton delivered, and other lines are also showing a re- 
vival. Business, which was dull a couple of months ago, is well 
on the up grade, 

John R. Barber is home from a holiday at Atlantic City. 

J. D. Rollin, of Montreal, president of the Rollin Paper Mills, 
and W. H. Rowley. general manager of the E. B. Eddy Com- 
pany, are with the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association on their 
trip to the Pacific Coast.

PAPER MEN AS DEMONSTRATORS 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, September 19, 1910.—The Central Canada Ex- 
hibition, which concluded in Ottawa on September 17, afforded an 
object lesson of the growing importance of the paper industry in 
the surrounding country. The Process Building, where exhibits 
are made to represent industries in operation, showed large rolls 
of paper turned out of J. R. Booth’s mills, some for the Daily News 
of London, England; some for the Montreal Star and some for the 
Ottawa Citizen. One roll was the biggest ever made in Canada, 
standing 12 feet high. The public were enlightened by displays of 
large blocks of wood from which pulp is made. The wood was 
shown in chips, in ground pulp and in the final product of paper. 
In company with Mr. Booth, the Stronglite Paper Box Company 
had an exhibit of boxes made from sheets of cardboard 26x76 
inches, varying from .09 to .06 inches thick. These boxes are madz 
on wooden frames for carrying heavy goods, and are also con- 
structed entirely of fibre in shapes suitable for packing butter. 
candy, lard, etc. An industry which intends to build a local plant. 
the Beaver Board Company, appeared with a demonstration of 
the interior of a house finished in Beaver board instead of plaster, 
paper or any of the well known methods, The E. B. Eddy Com- 
pany erected two bag making machines for exhibition purposes.

One turned out 180 bags per minute of the smallest kind used in 


grocery stores. The machine was made in the Eddy Company’s 
own shops, and there are twenty-one in daily operation. The ma- 
chine does everything automatically from the roll of manila paper 
till the fiinished bag is counted. Another machine was shown 
making 35,000 bags a day of the large type used for wrapping hats, 
A new Eddy product was shown in a style of sheathing. The 
company won a diploma for its exhibit, which had the distinction 
of enumerating more articles of manufacture than any other 
diploma awarded by the exhibition association. G. 





GEORGIAN BAY GANAL ASSURED

again been discussed, but that no conclusion has been reached 
Sir Robert asked the Government for a large guarantee of bonds. 
The Minister said if a company with a sufficient backing could be 
found it would be entrusted with the great project. As yet, how- 
ever, it had not been decided whether the Government would 
build the canal itself or give the work to a company. One thing 
was certain—the canal would be built. Both East and West 
wanted it. G. 


Government Arrests Foreman for Trespass 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Toronto, Canada, September 19, 1910.—Foreman Thomas Loftus 
of the Davy Pulp Mills, at Thorold, has been placed under arrest 
charged with the unusual offense of trespassing on Government 
property and interfering with Government officials in the discharge 
of their duties. 

The Foley-Reiger Pulp Company, rivals of the Davy Company, 
obtained permission of Superintendent Weller of the Welland 
Canal to close the gates of one of the locks so that they could 
construct a flume at their works and connect with the raceway. 
When the Foley-Reiger men got to the lock they found a gang of 
Davy men in charge of Foreman Loftus on guard, who refused to 
allow the gates to be closed. Canal Foreman Scott was notified, 
and hurried to the scene and drove the Davy men away, but not 
without some trouble, in consequence of which the charge against 
Loftus was laid. L. 


Eddy Gompany May Build Vancouver Plant 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ortawa, Canada, September 19, 1910—When W. H. Rowley, 
president of the E, B. Eddy Company, was in Port Arthur, on the 
way to the meeting of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association 
in Vancouver, B. C., the municipal authorities of the lake port 
town laid before him what advantages they had to offer for a 
branch of his factory, it being understood that the Eddy Com- 
pany will shortly establish an auxiliary plant in the West. Mr. 
Rowley said he would look over sites at Port Arthur on his re- 
turn trip. The only definite statement he made was that his com- 
pany had made no agreement with any other city for a paper manu- 
facturing plant. The Eddy Company’s shipments to the Western 
cities have increased in proportion to the growth of the country.

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PULP WOOD CUTTERS IN TROUBLE 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, September 19, 1910.—The Canada Land Com- 
pany, in which United States money is said to be invested, is facing 
an interesting difficulty in compelling settlers in the northern parts 
of Ontario to cut pulp wood on their property. 

It seems that the settlers, who are mostly Englishmen, signed a 
cast iron agreement before coming here to cut pulp wood for the 
company on their locations, and if they don’t the company has a 
right to go and do the work itself. So far reaching are the penal- 
ties that they may be assessed on a man’s heirs or assigns forever. 
However, the uprising of the tenants may be averted by Govern- 
ment action shortly, as the land company has forfeited already 
four-fifths of its concessions for non-performance of its agree- 
ment with the Government, and the remaining portions of its rights 
are to be dealt with in December next. 

The town of Matheson, in northern Ontario, has asked the On- 
tario Government to facilitate the establishment of a pulp mill ar 
Iroquois Falls to utilize the great supply of pulp, which now has to 
be railed out at a freight cost that absorbs the profits of handling. 
The Minister of Lands has promised to see if such an enterprise 
cannot be directed that way. hi 


Nipigon Protests Against River Pollution 
[FRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, September 19, 1910.—As a protest against the 
dumping of pulp wood and timber in the waters of the Nipigon, a 
strong memorial praying-the Government not to allow it was pre- 
sented to J. J. Carrick, the local member of the Legislature, by the 
citizens of Nipigon, Ont. Speaking to a crowded meeting Mr. 
Carrick said it would be nothing short of criminal, and would 
savor of vandalism, if the Government allowed the waters of the 
Nipigon to be spoiled by the timber and pulp wood floating down 
and sanction the erection of mills upon its banks to poison the 
waters and destroy the fish. i. 


Ganadian Superintendent Repudiates Attack 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, September 19, 1910—Charles H. Millen, su- 
perintendent of the E. B. Eddy Company, answers an attack made 
by the Trades and Labor Congress of Canada, meeting in Fort 
William, alleging that the Eddy paper mills operate on Sundays 
as well as week days. 

“The only mill operating on Sunday at all,” said Mr. Millen, 
“is the sulphite mill. It could not possibly be closed because the 
furnaces have to be kept going. Sometimes odd jobs have to be 
done in the other mills on Sundays, too, in order not to keep the 
whole staff idle an ordinary working day.” G. 


To Run Three Shifts of Eight Hours 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Toronto, Canada, September 19, 1910—At the meeting of the 
Trades and Labor Congress at Fort Williams the question of em- 
ploying labor over eight hours a day in some of the paper mills 
of Quebec Province was brought up. The provincial executive was 
asked to take action in the matter. On the initiative of an Ottawa 
member an effort will be made to get all paper mills in Canada and 
other concerns operating twenty-four hours a day to provide three 
shifts of eight hours each. The use of the character note and 
blacklisting was condemned. i.

A. P. & P. A. FILES PAPER STATISTICS 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., September 20, 1910—A considerable re- 
duction in the output is the feature of the July newspaper statistics 
as filed with the Commissioner of Corporations by the American 
Pulp and Paper Association, The output for July is 91,520 tons, 
as compared with 101,240 tons for June. This is partly due to the 
fact that one company has failed to make returns for the month 
of July, partly to a reduced water supply, and the overhauling 
of the paper mills in midsummer, Nevertheless the July output 
was considerably the largest for 1910 except that reported for June. 

The July shipments amounted to 87,080 tons, as compared with 
96,670 tons in June. The stock on hand increased sharply from 
23,800 tons to 28,230 tons, the largest since November, 1909. In 
July, 1909, stocks were 52,430 tons. 

The production of book paper in July amounted to 47,200 tons, 
as compared with 51,960 tons in June. The shipments during thc 
month were heavy, totaling 48,100 tons, and resulting in a de- 
crease in stocks from 23,500 tons in hand in June to 22,600 tons 
at the end of July. 

Of other grades of paper the July output was less, both with re- 
spect to writing and wrapping papers, as well as several other grades.

Dayton, Ohio, September 19, 1910.—The Gem City of Ohio today 
opened its first fall festival and exposition, vying with the Ohio 
Valley Exposition in many respects.

It is needless to say that the paper manufacturing world and the 
plants which supply paper mills were adequately represented.

Paper Pulp from Sea Weed 

Seaweed has been put to a great number of uses for domestic 
and commercial purposes. On the northern coasts of European 
countries its larve forms the principal food of the fisher folk when 
bad weather stops the supply of fish. Seaweed is also not un- 
known as a food for domestic animals, and its use as a manure is 
too widely known to need comment. 

Before Chile saltpetre and the mother liquors of Peruvian salt- 
petre were used for the extraction of iodine this was obtained from 
the ashes of seawrack. Lately, however, the use of seawrack for 
this purpose has been abandoned, as also has been its use for the 
extraction of soda. 

Mattresses are in some parts stuffed with seawrack, but a vege- 
table fibre is rapidly displacing it. We continue, however, to im- 
port huge quantities of seawrack from North Holland for this 
purpose. 

Various processes have been proposed for treating seaweed to 
obtain pulp for paper, a product the supply of which is hardly 
likely to exceed the demand. The latest and most simple method 
of treating the seaweed for this purpose is first to dry the weed in 
the open air in a situation sheltered from the rain. The longer the 
weed is in contact with the air the better it is suited for the manu- 
facture of pulp.

Holyoke at prices that would give the retailer a handsome profit 
The question has been agitated so much of late that a strong feel- 
ing has been stirred up, and it looks as though the local merchants 
will hereafter patronize home trade entirely.

The truth is that many lines of paper made out- 
side are handled here, and a conference between the manufacturers 
and the business men’s association is sure to follow to find out 
the exact reason of this policy. “Patronize home industries” will 
be the war cry of the Holyoke manufacturers when they meet the 
merchants, and it bids fair to be a cry to be taken up by all 
Holyokers.

Blank Book and Pad Makers Not Busy

WHAT SEEMS TO BE AND WHAT IS 


The pessimist is a valuable individual in his place, but there does 
not seem to be any place for him in the field of modern publicity. 
Perhaps this is precisely why he is so anxious to break into it, and 
at this season especially. 

A man can keep on repeating the old calamity howl of 
“nothing doing” and everything going to the “bow-wows” until 
his listeners take a notion that there must be “something wrong 
somewhere,” and begin to tighten up and hold back at the very 
moment when they should open up and go ahead. The result is 
that the dealer curtails his orders to the jobber, and the mills 
have to bear the brunt in the end, just because somebody is blue 
about something and rubbed it off on somebody else. 

Whether the gloom disperser is wrong or right makes compara- 
tively no difference; in either case he is bound to hurt—not to help 
—the trade. On the other hand, the optimist, to whom everything 
looks good, because he either cannot or will not look beyond the 
surface, and who is on the broad grin with enthusiasm and enter- 
prise in time and out, may be only a cheerful boomer; but he, too, is 
valuable in his place, and usually finds a place in advertising. 

If you tell a man he looks sick, and a number of his friends vol- 
unteer the same observation, the chances are that the man will 
begin to feel sick, even though he may be as healthy as a country 
The business of advertising—and the business behind ad- 
vertising—is affected a good deal the same way.

be has often more weight than what really is. Many a crisis has 
been averted, many a business deal has been successfully consum 
mated, and many an important enterprise has been launched, be- 
cause the right person did the right thing at the opportune moment,

THE CANADIAN RECIPROCITY ISSUE 


In spite of all that has been said and written of late on the sub- 
ject of a reciprocal trade treaty with Canada the indications point 
altogether too significantly to the circumstance that the time is 
past when Canadian sentiment invited and encouraged such a rela- 
tion. It is well known that President Taft favors the measure, 
and many believe that an effort will be made to force the sub- 
ject to the front as a live political issue owing mainly to the de- 
mand for such a treaty in some of the New England States. It is 
even intimated that treaty negotiations are already being exchanged 
between Washington and Ottawa, and that we may expect some- 
thing in the nature of a documentary result by October. 

All these rumors may safely be considered premature, however, 
inasmuch as the reciprocity measure is by no means the popular 
thing it was once in the Dominion. It takes two to make a bar- 
gain, and no matter how popular such a treaty would be, or could 
be made to be now, in this couttry, it would count but little unless 
a reversal of popular opinion could be engineered in Canada. 

Several years ago the Canadian Government issued a moderately 
protective tariff, mainly to foster and further the infant indus- 
tries of the Dominion; but today these infants are grown-ups and 
well able to take care of themselves. On the other hand, the 
United States have developed their industries also to an unprece- 
dented degree, under the wing of a distinctly long continued, pro- 
tective tariff, until many leading industries not only feel able to 
get along without it but demand its cessation, so as to obtain raw 
materials from Canada on more advantageous terms. 

It may be said that while it would be to the interests of several 
American industries to be in reciprocal treaty relations with Can- 
ada, there is but little incentive for the Canadians of today to 
join what their forebears would have considered a distinct ad- 
vantage. 

The chances of remolding Canadian opinion under these circum- 
stances, and at this time, seem a trifle too remote to warrant the 


reciprocity enthusiasm now evident on this side.

-New German News Mill 
The chief product of the large paper mill to be erected near Lahn 
Germany, will be news, the production of which will be supple- 
mented by various specialties. 


Reported Revival of Turkish Paper Industry 
According to reports from Turkey the Belcos paper mill on the 
Asiatic side of the Bosphorus, which has been long closed down, is 
about to be reorganized with English and French capital. 


Incorporation of German Board Mill 
The Lauenskin (Saxony) Wood Pulp Factory, formerly oper- 
ated by Herr Gustav Giinther, has been incorporated under the 
style of the Gustav Giinther Board and Wood-Wool Works. 


Bohemian Firm Erecting News Mill 
The firm of Ig. Spiro & Séhne, of Krummau, Bohemia, is sail 
to contemplate the erection of a news mill, to commence working 
next year, A yearly production of 1,200 carloads is anticipated. 


Liberality of the Late I. C. Ferslew 
The late Danish publisher and mill owner, I. C. Ferslew, who had 
recently been forced to abandon the manufacture of pulp, provided 
in his will for the support of the hands until they secured other 
employment. 


Destructive Fire in Norway 
The damage caused by the recent fire at the Rygene wood pulp 
works, Arendal, Norway, represents $125,000. This mill produced 
white ground wood to the extent of 35,000 tons a year, made by 
the warm grinding process. 


Combined Wood Purchases by Finnish Manufacturers 
With a view to the establishment of uniformity and system in 
the purchase of their supplies, a group of Finnish pulp and paper 
mills has united for the purpose of combined operations in con- 
tracting for their requirements in wood, 


New French Paper Mill 
A French company has been organized by M. C. Gouraud for 
the purpose of erecting a paper mill at Alfortville, France, where 
fine grades will be made with two wide machines. The capital 
equals $120,000, with power of increase to $180,000, 


International Protection of Product Nomenclature 
At the recent London Congress of Chambers of Commerce and 
Economic Associations a resolution was adopted in favor of the 
international protection of designations, indicating the origin of 
food products and raw materials or manufactures, for which any 
country possesses characteristic natural, climatic or industrial 
advantages. 


Austrian Technological Paper Instruction 

The special paper making course at the Vienna Technological 
Museum of Industry, which will open for the winter term on Oc- 
tober 1, includes general chemistry, fibres, chemistry of paper 
making, technology of bleaching agents, machinery, industrial draw- 
ing, technology of paper making, motive power, microscopic and 
laboratory practice, and paper testing. The fee for the entire 
special course. is equal to $68 for Austrian subjects, and $100 for 
other students. Visits to pulp and paper factories form a part of 
the instruction. 
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tAlcohul from Sulphite Lyes 

With reference to the extraction of alcohol from sulphite lyes, 
for which purpose two processes were described in THE PAPER 
TrapveE JourNAL of August 4, subsequent advices report the fact 
that the Aktiebolag Ethyl, of Falun, which owns the patent of 
Herr Goésta Ekstrém, has now made an arrangement for acquiring 
that of Herr Hugo Wallin. The interests representing both pat- 
ents are therefore consolidated, 

It is expected that a comprehensive proposal for the utilization 
of their sulphite lyes will shortly be submitted to the sulphite cellu- 
lose factories of Sweden and Norway. 


PHILIPPINE PAPER IMPORTS INGREASE 


Trade between the United States and the Philippine Islands in- 
creased 84 per cent. during the first year’s operation of the new tariff 
law, which provides for free interchange of merchandise between 
those islands and the United States, Imports from the islands 
doubled during the period in question, and exports thereto in- 
cieased about 70 per cent. 

The new tariff act went into effect August 6, 1909, and the figures 
of the Bureau of Statistics stating the trade with the islands from 
August 1, 1908, to July 31, 1910, show: Total imports from the 
islands during the year ending July 31, 1909, $9,167,525, and during 
the year ending July 31, 1910, $18,917,372; total exports to the 
islands, year ending July 31, 1909, $10,650,869, and in the year end- 
ing July 31, 1910, $17,517,675. 

Under the item of paper and manufactures of paper, the Philip- 
pines took $583,047 worth in 1910, as against $329,578 in 1909, from 
the United States. 


THE SWEDISH-AMERIGAN SS. LINE 


The Swedish Chamber of Commerce of New York is in receipt 
of a cable from one of its members in Sweden, saying that there are 
good prospects of establishing a Swedish-American line. The large 
capital which is needed for such an undertaking is already sub- 
scribed with the exception of $100,000, which the company expects 
to raise in this country. It seems as if we should witness a direct 
line between Sweden and the United States in the nearest future. 

According to a cable of September 15 from Dan Brostrém, the 
well known shipping agent of Gothenburg, the Swedish-American 
Line is now a fact, as the Swedish Government has offered its 
support. 

Mr. Brostr6m will arrive in New York in the middle of October 
to establish agencies in this country, and the direct transport be- 
tween Sweden and the United States will begin about January 
I, IQTT.

BROADALBIN MILL ELECTS OFFICERS 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. ] 

Broapatsin, N, Y., September 20, 1910.—The management of the 
Broadalbin Paper Manufacturing Company announces the election 
of the following officers for the first year: F, C. McDonald, presi- 
dent; George L. Meredith, vice president; J. F. 
and P. H. Pelletier, secretary. 


Halla, treasurer, 
The incorporators of the company, 
which will manufacture an extended variety of papers, are as fol- 
lows: F. C. McDonald, of Broadalbin, N. Y.; J. F. Halla, of Troy, 
N. Y., and George L. Meredith, of Troy, N. Y. 

The plant is not yet in operation, there having been extensive re- 
pairs to make, The mill has stood idle for five years. The old 
brick smokestack has been taken down and a 50 foot steel stack 
has been put up in its place. The management expects to have 
the mill in operation by the first of October, and will manufacture 
largely manila wrappings, using only old paper stock. The mill has 
a capacity of about 4 tons per twenty-four hours’ run, has a six 
drum drying machine and can run about 50 feet per minute. 


NET WEIGHT ROPE AND TWINE 


Although the commercial twine trade has been the scene of the 
effort to dethrone the gross weight custom, the manufacturers of 
rope and all other kinds of cordage will do well to immediately 
place themselves in a position to pass Commissioner Driscoll’s tests 
by invoicing their products at its net weight. 

One of the important questions—if such it can fairly be called— 
in the commercial twine industry today is the problem of gross and 
net weights, An announcement on May 1 by the Linen Thread 
Company that it would abandon the old practice of billing twine at 
the gross weight of the package has caused a greater unsettlement 
in the industry than has followed the action of any single concern 
for years. Not that the departure was not commendable; far from 
it, for the announced policy was simply a return to first principles, 
which placed the company concerned and its customers upon an 
impregnable foundation. Furthermore, the new policy was piaced 
in force at a psychological moment, which is a stroke of good for- 
tune for those concerned. 

The agitation recently started by the uniform tares committee 
of the National Wholesale Grocers’ Association is a plain state- 
ment of the situation of the matter under the law, common as well 
as statute, and its adoption by such an important part of the dis- 
tributing force of the country as the wholesale means 
much, These merchants buy twine either for consumption or dis- 
tribution; they also handle rope and other varieties of cordage; 
hence their action will tend to accelerate the adoption of the only 
correct system of billing rope, twine, etc., viz., at its net weight.

Hans Lagerloff Interviewed in London 

“You ask me about the pulp situation in the United States,” re- 
sponded Hans Lagerldf, the president of the Scandinavian-American 
Trading Company, of New York, on being interviewed by the 
World’s Paper Trade Review, of London, during his recently ter- 
minated trip abroad. “Well, several of my friends among the do- 
mestic pulp manufacturers report a very good business during the 
year, and statistics show that the domestic mills have been running 
pretty full, but of course prices have stayed low on account of the 
foreign competition. 

“Concerning the foreign end of the business, as was predicted 
last year, prices have remained very much the same, i. e., they have 
been low, and therefore attractive and in good shape for competi- 
tion with American goods. There has been a heavy demand and the 
tendency is still increasing. In fact, we have handled in our 
business about 50 per cent. more than in 1909. The pulp and paper 
business in the United States has really been remarkably fortunate. 
as in other lines business has been very erratic. 

“Pulp prices are as yet low, and there are really no actual signs

of a decided improvement in prices, One good sign for the better 
is, however, that no heavy quantities of pulp are being offered 
broadcast at what must be called bargain prices. Commitments 
have been cleared out, and if it were not for the unrest in Wall 
Street, with the stock market dwindling right along since the first 
of the year, and the uncertainty on the political horizon in Great 
Britain, where the situation may become very acute in the fall, 
one really could hope for better times, i, e., higher prices for the 
pulp makers. 

“People generally in the pulp and paper lines look forward to a 
jusy fall, but we have had in the States a very hot and dry sum- 
mer, and the water in New York State is very low, and in big 
paper making centres like Watertown there is a distress owing to 
lack of water, and as the mills are down or partly down, postpone- 
ments are coming in freely for shipments to the mills alongside the 
Black River, as an instance. 

“IT would not be surprised to hear of one of several cargoes of 
European ground wood arriving in the United States prior to my 
return, as domestic ground wood is very scarce. Prices in Europe 
are very much in favor of such a movement. 

“You ask how the different commodities in the pulp line have 
been acting this year? 

“Bleached sulphites have this year, more than ever, been a drug 
on the market, and it has been hard to sell at any old price, and 
prices have been touched in the States which are hard to believe, 
but it remains a fact that such grades as the Kellner-Partington’s 
famous A-1 have been offered in New York at £9 14s. 6d. c. i. f,, 
per long ton, and that is surprisingly low for such a brand. Sales 
have been made of inferior qualities of bleached sulphites £1 below 
that figure. Easy bleaching sulphites have commanded very fair 
prices, and of this commodity there appears to be very little unsold 
in Europe. Kraft soda pulps have fallen off decidedly in demand 
in the States, and it is a question whether the same prices will be 
obtained for next year as for this, and there are good reasons for 
assuming this, as many of the mills interested in the use of this 
commodity are not very busy, 

“However, prices for kraft pulps in Europe are very stiff, but 
the makers seem to have lost sight of the fact that there are several 
new mills for kraft pulp being built in the United States, and 
when these mills are ready, of course, part of the American de- 
mand will be supplied by the home production, and that will, of 
course, have a bad effect on the European commodity, because the 
major portion, I dare say, of the kraft pulp made in Scandinavia 
and elsewhere is marketed in the United States. 

“Prices have been reduced, even on the very highest grades of 
strong sulphites, and at these lower figures a very good business 
has been going on. Strong sulphites, especially the lower quiiities. 
have been moving very freely, and prices have really been lower 
during this year than at any time since the panic. There are big 
quantities being offered even for forward delivery, at about the 
same figures as for prompt.” 


MONTANA'S FOREST FIRE LOSS 


BozeEMAN, Mont., September 16, 1910.—Supervisor D. T. Conk- 
lin, of the Gallatin forest preserve, after a preliminary survey of 
the burned area in this district, reports that the fires swept over 
about 7,000 acres of Government timber, destroying, it is estimated, 


48,000,000 feet of timber. At the average price realized for stand- 
ing timber this would have been worth $97.000. In addition to the 
Government land which suffered there is @ greater amount of 
State, private and railroad holdings. It is thought this will 
amount to $8,000 additional acres, bringing the total loss to more 
than $200,000.

SWEDISH WOOD PULP AND PAPER STATISTICS 


According to a statistical return which recently appeared in Svensk 
Pappers Tidning, the wood pulp industry has since 1871 increased 
the number of its workers twentyfold, while the power used has 
been augmented fiftyfold. In production the gain has been 225 fold, 
the quantity made in 1871 having practically consisted only of 
ground wood, The manufacture of cellstuff contributed largely to 
the subsequent development. 

In paper making the number of male workmen has risen six- 
fold and the power thirtyfold, the production having increased 
fortyfold and the export seventy-fivefold. 

Electricity was first introduced in these two industries in 1896. 
In 1907 the proportion of electric power to the total was in the 
wood pulp industry 20 per cent. and in that of paper 56 per cent. 

While the figures of 1908 and 1909 for wood pulp are apparently 
incomplete, they would seem to indicate some retrogression on 
those of 1907. 

Suggestions made for the renewed development in these indus- 
tries include the folowing points: 
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1. The establishment of a course of instruction for the training 
of good foremen and machine tenders, 

2. The establishment of a higher course for factory engineers 
after they have had several years’ practice in paper making. 

3. Arrangements for scientific solution of technical problems es- 
pecially affecting the Swedish paper industry. 

4. Paper mills which cannot make distinct specialties should 
unite and make such articles in common. 

5. Makers of special kinds of paper should combine for ex- 
changing information about prices and economic conditions. 

6. Paper factories should promote the creation of an up to date 
paper converting industry, and should support same. 

7. The mills ought to send out a technically and commercially 
experienced man to investigate the markets into which Swedish 
paper is as yet but little imported, but where there is a prospect 
of a permanent outlet.

30 of THe Paper TRADE JourNAL for August 18, 1910, bearing the 
heading “Feltless Wet Machine in Little Demand,” and purporting 
to be an answer to your Question No. 610 of your Questions and 
Answers Department. 

This so-called “answer”’—signed “B. & B. P. C.”—is both grossly 
inaccurate and misleading; so much so, indeed, that I cannot let it 
pass without contradiction. 

The “New Process Wet Machines,” with which we are exclu- 
sively equipped, gave us more or less trouble when first installed, 
as might be expected from any machine in an experimental stage, 
but now all the defects have been practically eliminated, and the 
machines have been for a long time in satisfactory daily operation, 
producing a high grade of pulp at minimum expense for either re- 
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pairs or maintenance, as I am prepared to demonstrate to the satis- 
faction of any interested party on request. 

These machines use neither felts, rolls nor wires; they occupy 
less floor space, ton for ton of product, than the ordinary wet ma- 
chine, and the initial cost of installation is also much less. The 
labor cost is about one-fourth the ordinary labor cost, and no auxil- 
iary hydraulic press to extract surplus moisture is required, as with 
the ordinary wet machine. Add to this the fact that the waste 
water from their operation is absolutely free from commercial fibre. 
and their superiority over the ordinary type wet machine becomes 
very evident. When the proper time arrives they will be placed 
on the market, and then—only then—will it be possible to deter- 
mine if they are “in little demand.”

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EFFECTS OF PAPER ON METAL 


Instances of Serious Corrosion of Metallic Articles by Some Con- 
stituent of the Paper in Which the Article Has Been 
Wrapped—Mr. A. D. Little’s Explanation 





Mr. Arthur D. Little, the official chemist to the American Paper 
and Pulp Association, writing in the Printing Art Sample Book, 
says: Although a well made paper composed of properly purified 
vegetable fibre must be regarded as entirely without effect upon 
metallic surfaces with which it may be left in contact, there have, 
nevertheless, been noted many instances of serious corrosion of 
metallic articles under conditions which point to chemical action 
between the metal and some constituent of the paper in which the 
article has been wrapped. Manufacturers of silverware and plated 
ware, and especially makers of the cheaper grades of plated jewelry, 
have at times experienced heavy losses due to tarnishing and cor- 
rosion set up by the paper used for wrapping or the cards on 
which their product had been mounted. Hardware dealers, and 
especially those carrying hand tools, have similarly suffered, and 
examples are not wanting of equally destructive action upon 
type. 

A notable instance of the corrosion of type by an impurity in 
the wrapping paper has recently come under the observation of the 
writer. As the result of a fire in a large type foundry much of 
the type wrapped in papers was drenched with water, and in 
consequence so severely corroded as to be rendered unfit for use. 
Examination of a number of the suspected wrappers showed them 
to be free in every case from acid and from chlorine, but they 
all contained sulphur. The papers were all good grades of sulphite 
wrapping, containing in some cases a proportion of jute. 

There are perhaps extremely rare instances in which through use 
of a very acid alum as a factor in the sizing process the reaction of 
a paper may remain sufficiently acid to induce corrosion when the 
paper is brought into contact with a metallic surface in a moist 
atmosphere, just as there are rare cases in which the operation of 
bleaching has been carried out so carelessly as to leave bleach 
residues in the paper, which again may set up corrosion under 
appropriate conditions, but my laboratory study of many cases of 
corrosion ascribed to paper in the last twenty years has shown 
in substantially every instance that the trouble was due to sulphur. 

One does not have to go far to account for the presence of this 
sulphur. Most wrapping papers now in use and much card stock 
contains a notable proportion of sulphite fibre, commonly prepared 
from spruce wood by boiling in a solution of bisulphite of lime. 
The manufacture of the bisulphite solution involves the burning 
of sulphur and the absorption of the sulphurous acid gas thus pro- 
duced in milk of lime. If the temperature of the sulphur burners 
is allowed to run too high, some sulphur is volatilized and may be 
carried into the liquor as free sulphur, which, being insoluble, can- 
not thereafter be washed out of the pulp. The unduly high tem- 
perature of combustion conduces, moreover, to the formation of 
polythionic acids in the cooking liquor, which acids during the 
cook are decomposed into simpler acids with deposition of sulphur 
in the pulp. 

Sulphite fibre must, therefore, be recognized as by far the most 
frequent source of sulphur in paper, and for that reason should be 
excluded from the finish for jewelry cards and wrappers or other 
papers the intended use of which involves contact with metallic 
surfaces. 

Sulphite fibre is not, however, the only source of sulphur either 


in the free form or as the equally objectionable sulphides. Certain 


special papers in small amount are sized with the material known 
as “viscose,” which is a water soluble compound of cellulose pre- 
pared by treating vegetable fibre with caustic soda and bisulphide 
of carbon. 


The viscose is added to the stock in the engine and 








thereafter decomposed by alum or magnesium sulphate with precip- 
itation of the gelatinous cellulose and separation of sulphur and 
sulphur compounds through the stock. Viscose sized papers pos- 
sess many advantages of strength and toughness which adapt them- 
selves admirably to use as wrapping, but they should never be used 
in contact with metal. 

A third source of sulphur compounds is found in papers made 
from sulphate pulp, which occasionally, when the stock has not 
been sufficiently washed, contain sulphides and organic sulphur 
compounds, as evidenced by the odor of the paper. While the 
«mount of these is very small, it is sufficient in some instances to 
cause tarnishing of silver surfaces. 


Proposed Reduction of Paper Notes Not Popular 

Wasuincton, D.C., September 20, 1910.—Merchants in Washing- 
ton have taken a decided dislike to the proposition of Secretary of 
the Treasury McVeagh to cut down the size of the paper currency. 
It is said that the change is not necessary, and, moreover, would 
force a change in the fixtures of all the banks and large counting 
houses in the country; this change, therefore, would inconvenience 
90,000,000 people, One merchant thinks it would cause a great 
deal of additional labor and annoyance if it were necessary to assor: 
the small and large notes. A great difficulty pointed out is the 
proximity of Canada. It is said that the bills in use in the Dominion 
are of the same size as those of this country, and there is no dispo 
sition to make any change across the border. Handling two sizes 
of notes—the Canadian and the United States notes—in the border 
cities surely would cause confusion. 

Some claim that the smaller notes would be much more easily 
lost, and further that it would not prevent their being creased or 
folded, and thereby being worn out in the same manner as the 
present notes. President Gude, of the Chamber of Commerce, and 
Fred D. Farnsworth, secretary of the American Bankers’ Associa- 


tion, are on record as not favoring any reduction in the size of 
the paper currency. 


National Association of Manufacturers’ New Quarters 


The National Association of Manufacturers, of which John 
Kirby, Jr., is president, has removed its general offices from 170 
Broadway to 30 Church street, one of the twin Hudson Terminal 
Buildings. The association’s growth during the past few years 
necessitated more commodious quarters than could be obtained at 
the Broadway address. The new location is adjacent to steamship 
piers, and is directly connected by tunnel with the great railway 
systems of the country. 

The many visitors from abroad, buyers and importers, who 
make their headquarters with the association, can now go direct 
from their steamers to the general offices, and the 3,000 members, 
located in every State, are equally benefited through the direct con- 
nections of the Hudson tunnels. 

The editorial and advertising departments of American Indus- 
tries, the association’s official magazine, and of Export American 


Industries (English and Spanish editions), have also removed to 
the new location. 


VENEZUELA.—The imports of paper into Venezuela during the 
year 1908-9 amounted to $116.765. The supplies from Germany 
were of the value of $59,415; Tited States, $34,985; United King- 
dom and colonies, $4,505; other countries, $17,870. Vice Consul 
H. Tom states that various changes have been introduced into the 
existing tariff. By a resolution dated December 16, 1900, printing 
paper, formerly allowed to be imported free of duty, is now placed 
in the second class of the tariff, the object being to stop the pre- 
vailing practice of importing this paper for other purposes than 
those for which it is intended.

line corresponding to line 2—2 of Fig. 1, looking in the direction 
of the little arrows at the end of the section line. 

“In the drawing similar reference numerals refer to similar parts 
in both views. 

“Referring to the drawing, the frame I is shown in conventional 
form only. The rolls or cylinders 2 are suitably supported in the 
frame 1. The doctor or scraper blades 3 are preferably mounted 
on the bars 3’, as illustrated. To support these blade bars 3’ I 
provide brackets 4, which are secured upon the frame as illustrated. 
Secured to these brackets by means of the bolts 5 are hangers 6, in 
which the bars 3’ are pivotally mounted. The blades 3 are held 
yieldingly in contact with the rolls by means of the springs 7, which 
are provided with hooks 8 at one end to engage the lugs 9 on the 
blade bars, the other ends of the springs being secured to the 
ratchet wheels 10, which are mounted on the hangers 6. Pawls 11 
are provided for these ratchet wheels 10 so that tension on the 
springs 7 can be nicely regulated. The blades are adjustably and 
yieldingly supported by means of tension springs 12, arranged 
on the tension rods 13, with their inner ends bearing against the 
ears 14 on the hangers, through which the rods are arranged. On 


- 


the rods are winged nuts 15 for adjusting the tension of the 
springs. The rods 13 are supported by brackets 16 having ears 17 
thereon, through which the rods are arranged, clamping nuts 18 
being provided for securing the rods on the ears. The brackets 16 
are arranged opposite the hangers. (See Fig. 2.) By this simple 
arrangement of parts the tension on the doctor or scraper blades 
can be nicely regulated and they are supported to be adjusted rela- 
tive to the rolls as conditions may require. 

“I have illustrated and described my improvement in the form 
in which I have embodied the same in practice, which form I find 
very satisfactory. I am, however, aware that the structural details 
can be considerably varied without departing from the spirit of 
my invention.” 

Having thus described his invention, Mr. Monroe gives the fol- 
lowing detailed statement of the claims on which his patent rests: 

1. In a paper making machine, the combination with the frame, 
roll and scraper blade, of a support for said blade, comprising a 
bracket mounted on said frame; a blade hanger pivotally mounted 
on said bracket; a coiled spring connected at one end of said blade; 
a ratchet mounted on said hanger to which the other end of said 
spring is connected; a pawl for said ratchet mounted on said 
hanger; a tension rod; a bracket therefor, arranged oppositely of 
said hanger, said tension rod being arranged through said hanger; 
a spring on said tension rod arranged to bear on said hanger, and 
an adjusting nut for said rod for regulating the tension of said 
spring. 

2. In a paper making machine the combination with the frame, 
roll and scraper blade, of a support for said blade, comprising a 
bracket mounted on said frame; a blade hanger pivotally mounted 
on said bracket; a tension rod; a bracket therefor, arranged oppo- 
sitely of said hanger, said tension rod being arranged through said 
hanger; a spring on said tension rod arranged to bear on said 
hanger, and means for adjusting the tension of said spring. 


OIL USED IN MAKING PAPER UMBRELLAS 


The vegetable oil used in making umbrellas in Japan is pressed 
out of the seeds of Perilla ocimoides, an annual plant which re- 
sembles Perilla pekinensis. 

This oil is made in the Tochigi, Saitama, Chiba, Miyagi and 
Ibaraki prefectures. These prefectures are famous for the pro- 
duction of the seeds and oil. Sandy ground is favored for the cul- 
tivation of the plant and the oil is extracted from the seeds by 
presses. The yield of seeds is estimated at 20 bushels per acre 
The annual production throughout Japan amounts to 300,000 to 
350,000 bushels, from which over a gallon of oil per bushel is ex- 
tracted, according to Japanese statistical returns. The retail price 
of the oil is 35 cents per sho (one sho being 0.476 of a gallon). 

The oil, before being used, is boiled and then cooled until it can 
be applied by hand to umbrellas with a piece of cloth or waste. No 
machinery or tools are used in applying the oil. When the oiling 
is completed the umbrellas are exposed in the sun for about five 
hours, 

This oil is also used in making paper lanterns, oil paper and arti- 
ficial leather. It is also used in preparing materials for making 
printing ink, paints, varnish and lacquer. 


The imports into Barcelona last year included 207 tons of card- 
board, 1,366 tons of paper and 3,207 tons of paper pulp. One hun- 
dred and fifty-one tons of the latter, as well as 108 tons of paper 
and 31 tons of pasteboard came from the United Kingdom. 
Among the exports were 2,255 tons of cigarette and other paper, 
1,182 tons of pasteboard and brown paper, 1,243 tons of books and 
printed matter, and 161 tons of playing cards. Only Io tons in all 
of these goods went to the United Kingdom, 592 tons of rags were 
imported into Gandia; 78 tons of paper and 75 tons of cardboard 
into Mahon, in the Balearic Isles.

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GONSERVATION IN NEW YORK 


The State Forest, Fish and Game Commissioner Discusses Vital 
Issues of the Conservation Problem from a 
Constructive Viewpoint 


No statement would be very comprehensive regarding the con- 
servation question in New York without first referring to a few 
of its assets and their stupendous value, says the commissioner. 
Those to which I refer will readily indicate the importance of New 
York as a field for the protection, development and use of its nat- 
ural resources. 

The state has an area of 50,203 square miles, or 32,120,920 acres. 
Of this great territory 27 per cent. is occupied by forests, a propor- 
tion nearly the same as that of the forest area of Germany. There 
is standing in New York about 41,500,000,000 feet of timber B. M. 
The output of our forests last year was 1,064,000,000 feet B. M 
There are 2,308 sawmills. The value of our forest product in 1907 
at the mill was $24,000,000. In the manufacture of wood pulp New 
York leads all other States. Last year 245,000,000 feet B. M. of 
domestic logs were used for pulp, and that was only about 20 per 
cent. of the total amount used. New York also leads in the number 
of paper mills. It has approximately 170 establishments for the 
manufacture of paper. The paper and wood pulp industry is rep- 
resented by a capital investment of about $57,000,000. New York 
contains the largest city in America. 
much large game. Over 6,000 deer and too bear are killed each 
hunting season. The annual commercial value of fur and game 
animals and game birds approximates $750,000. We rank third as 
a fish producing State—the product of all species, including shell- 
fish, amounts to about $40,000,000 annually. The annual shellfish 
product being valued at about $12,000,000. The Adirondack 
Park contains 3,313,564 acres; the Catskill Park 576,120 acres 
One million six hundred and forty-one thousand five hundred and 
twenty-six acres represent the land owned by the State, one-third 
of which is virgin forest or that which is now equally good. 
Twelve large rivers wholly within the State have their source in 
the Adirondacks. The course of each is marked at frequent in- 
tervals by falls or rapids, and they, with others outside of the 
Adirondacks, excluding the Niagara and St. Lawrence, have a nat- 
ural horse power already developed of 630,000. The rivers of the 
State, exclusive of Niagara and the St. Lawrence, are capable of 
furnishing at least 1,500,000 horse power. This estimate would in- 
dicate that there is still 880,000 horse power running into the sea 
wasted. It has been estimated that New York State would derive 
a revenue of over $15,000,000 annually from its fully developed 
water power if controlled and sold by the State. Besides the 
Adirondack rivers, there are the Delaware, Susquehanna, Chemung,

Allegheny, Esopus, Genesee and many other rivers of great value 

New York has over 500 miles of canals, or about 25 per cent. of 
the total canal mileage of the United States, over which there are 
transported annually some 3,500,000 tons of freight. 
duction is considerable. The mining of iron ore is a well developed 
industry. One of the largest known iron ore deposits in the world 
is located in the Adirondack wilderness. Gas, oil, garnet, graphite 
and many other mineral products are marketed annually 
to over $5,000,000. 

Only three other States yield a greater total value of agricultural 
products. New York ranks first in average value of production per 
acre. One-ninth of the hay and forage of this country are raised iv 
New York, and the animal industries are of enormous value. Our 
hay producing acres are worth $93,000,000. New York has 226,720 
farms, with an aggregate area of 9,522,000 acres, valued at $1,070,- 
000,000, furnishing employment for 373,650 persons.

New York has 30 acres of tree nurseries, capable of producing 
12,000.000 trees annually, and will double that acreage during the 


next year. We have taken the lead in the establishment of tree 
nurseries, in planting and general work of tree propagation. 
Work ACCOMPLISHED 


These are some of the factors which make conservation of nat- 
ural resources in New York State very important. The work is 
being carried on by various State departments rather than by any 
single commission. Governor Charles E. Hughes and the depart- 
ments under him have given great impetus to the work during his 
term as Governor. 

Besides $101,000,000 authorized for canal improvement and $55,- 
000,000 for good roads, over $2,000,000 is expended each year by the 
State in conservation work as represented by the activities of the 
Forest, Fish and Game Commission, the Agricultural Department 
and the Water Supply Commission. 

All sections of the State have been awakened and active steps 
are being taken in every direction. New York was first to achieve 
an onward movement in the preservation of its natural resources 
when in 1885 it led the way in the establishment of State forest 
preserves and inaugurated the policy of protecting her forests for 
the health and recreation of the people and the protection of water 
sources. The same leadership has been continued in control of 
waters by statute creating the State Water Supply Commission in 
1905 and vesting it with jurisdiction over the water supply of the 
State. 

WATER 


Water is now recognized as one of the most valuable economic 
resources of the earth, and the importance of measures for public 
control to secure full benefit of hydraulic resources to the people is 
being realized very rapidly as the great educational propaganda 
now carried on in New York progresses. The powers of the Water 
Supply Commission extend to the progressive development of water 
powers of the State for the public use under State ownership and 
control. It also has the power of improving, straightening and 
dredging the channel of any water course of which the irregular 
flow is shown to be detrimental to public health and safety. Four 
great reservoir projects have been located and surveyed; many 
other propositions have been tentatively examined, so all water 
storage possibilities of the State are approximately known. 

I want to say just a word about the granting of franchises, espe- 
cially in respect to water power rights in perpetuity. We have be- 
come so accustomed to the idea of a non-controllable ownership of 
our natural resources that even our agents in the Legislature have 
seemed at times not to fully appreciate the importance of State 
control and the rights of the people at large. No agent of the peo- 
ple has any moral right, nor have the people themselves, to bind 
by water rights in perpetuity future generations who will have 
their own problems to solve and their own lives to live. It is 
therefore of first importance to understand our relationship as 
trustees toward these public resources. Are they ours to do with 
as we please, to use or waste as we see fit, or are they ours to use 
to the best advantage and with the least waste, and is it our duty 
to pass them on unimpaired, improved if possible, for those who 
are to follow us? After us countless millions will come and go. 
Could it have been intended that during our temporary occupancy 
we should have had such a complete control of God’s gifts to man 
that we, by our own act or legislative will, could determine for all 
time how these blessings might be used or enjoyed? We may give 
them away, we may deprive the people of their rights in them, but 
when, on the one hand, a road leads to safety and the other to 
darger there should be no hesitation about which we should take.

During the last few years a considerable amount of attention 
has been given in this and other countries to the increasing utiliza-

GONSERVATION IN NEW YORK 


(Continued from page 54.) 
proper reservations or conditions, and without anything constitut- 
ing a suitable consideration. They have amounted simply to dona- 
tions of public rights for private benefit. It does not fetter indi- 
vidual enterprise to insist upon protection of the common interest 
and due payment for what is obtained from the public. Last year 
on the grant of a franchise to a development company which was 
to develop power from the St. Lawrence River it was insisted that 
provision should be made for compensation for the privilege upon 
a sliding scale, according to the power developed. And thus it was 
established that hereafter in the State of New York public privi- 
leges on terms of justice to the investors and the public alike must 
be paid for.” 
ProposED LEGISLATION 

Last year a measure prepared for the purpose of relieving the 
tax burden on reforested land was presented to the Legislature, 
but it failed of passage. This effort will be renewed until the much 
desired result is obtained. Timber should be treated as a crop, and 
taxed when cut. Timber owners and tree planters should be en- 
couraged to conserve and plant by making the carrying charges 


‘less, that better management may be had and more planting done. 


The leasing of camp sites on State land, the building of good 
roads through the forest preserves and the removal of dead and 
down timber were all submitted in the shape of constitutional 
amendments, but the Legislature also failed to sanction these propo- 
sitions. The public mind is not yet ready for complete and com- 
prehensive conservation in New York, which to have requires a 
change in our constitution. The need is urgent, but, I regret to 
say, not fully appreciated. 

AGRICULTURE 

The Agricultural Department is performing a splendid work in 
soil conservation. It assists in the preservation and protection of 
our trees and planting work, as well as the fostering of farm crops 
and the husbandry of meat products. The College of Agriculture 
is devoted to the cultivation of intelligent and scientific methods in 
all branches of crop production. Fertilization of the soil, destruc- 
tion of injurious agents and new methods of intensive farming are 
all taken up in the various branches of the department. In the 
State College of Agriculture there were enrolled last winter nearly 
a thousand students. We have two experiment stations, with over 
fifty scientific men on their staffs. We have three lower grade 
agricultural schools, and the State is conducting farmers’ institutes, 
which have held more than a thousand sessions in the past season. 

Forest CONSERVATION 

All the foregoing endeavors are closely related to the continued 
life of our forests, and in very many respects are dependent upon 
them. 

A producing soil we must always have or life of all kinds will 
become extinct. Without a fairly regular supply of water a pro- 
ducing soil is impossible; producing farm land is impossible. Hence 
if our water sources do not perform their natural functions we 
cannot get along very well. The absence of forests in a moun- 
tainous State like New York will prevent a regular water flowing 
supply necessary to the demands of good solid productivity, there- 
fore forests very largely hold the key to the whole conservation 
situation, as it bears on the life, health and general welfare of the 
people of New York State. The question of timber supply, water 
power, health resorts and atmospherical conditions as affected 
by the forests, are matters of secondary consideration in 
view of the indirect but vital influence forests have upon 
our soil production. Neither soil nor water can be totally de- 
stroyed. They may become impaired and made unavailable on 
account of irregular water supply, but to some degree they will 
always perform their natural services for mankind. The forests, 
however, might suffer total obliteration. Wherever this calamity 


has occurred we find soil and water have reached their minimum 
of usefulness.

There has been no 
let-up so far in the trade and the jobbing demand for domestic 
grades is especially good, Prices are unchanged at the previousl) 
reported figures of $15@25 per ton for Domestic, $18@25 for 
French and $35@4o for Italian, according to quality and seller. 

ROSIN.—The trade is showing a decidedly diminished interest 
in the better grades, the prices being so prohibitive that there is 
being a good deal of substitution done. The volume of business 
is considerably lower than usual, but the aggregate of sales is get- 
ting up into unusual figures. Grade “F” sells at $6.65. At Sa- 
vannah stocks are low and the volume of business is lower than 
last week. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The imports of both German and 
English brands have been curtailed a little during the last week, 
but the stocks on hand as the result of recent arrivals are still rather 
heavy.
